“The President is still cater­ 
ing to a notion that somehow 
rationing is a national crim e, 
leading people to believ e that 
we shou ld try to av oid it at all 
costs,” Freem an said in an in­ 
terv iew. “There’s a shortage — 
a real shortage — and I don’t 
know why he won't face the 
cold, hard facts.” 
Freem an, cu rrently director 
of the Ford Fou ndation’s E ner­ 
gy Policy Project, is one of a 
grou p of gov ernment, indu stry 
and bu siness officials who pre­ 
dicted in interv iews more than 


crisis. 
In new interv iews, fou r of 
them discu ssed the interv ening 
y ears and how they hav e coped 
with the crisis they foresaw. 
Braintree, Mass., a su bu rban 
Boston commu nity of more 
than 40,000, is one of the hard­ 
est hit areas in the nation in 
term s of fu el su pply and prices. 
In less than fou r y ears, the 
price of the fu el oil it takes to 
ru n the city ’s electrical sy stem 
has risen 1,000 per cent. 
“We’re going to make it 
throu gh this winter becau se we 
now hav e a three-month su pply 
of fu el oil on hand,” said Alban 
G. Spu rrell, m anager of the 
Braintree Electric Light De­ 
partm ent. 
“Bu t nobody knows what the

added. 


plier as of the end of that 
three-month su pply . God knows 
what we’ll do then.” 
On Ju ly 31, 19 70, Spu rrell’s 
departm ent was pay ing $1.79 a 
barrel for its fu el oil.

Application for 
school aid rejected 


An application by the Dix on School Dis­ 
trict for capital improv ement fu nds was re ­ 
jected by the state Thu rsday , according to 
Su pt of Schools Stanley Weber. 
Local school officials had been optimistic 
in their efforts to tap a $75 million state ap­ 
propriation bill set aside for school needs; 
howev er, Weber and Amboy Su pt. of Schools 
Donald Skidmore were told, based on the 
state formu la, “the need didn't ex ist in the 
two districts." 
The two su perintendents attended a m eet­ 
ing Thu rsday afternoon in LaGrange with of­ 
ficials from the Office of Su perintendent of 
Pu blic Instru ction and the Illinois Capital De­ 
v elopment Board. 
According to Weber, the rejection was 
based on kindergarten enrollment figu res, 
figu red in on the Dix on application on a fu ll 
day basis per stu dent. State officials, howev ­ 
er, v iewed the kindergarten enrollments at 
one-half since the attendance is for half-day s. 
“ Apply ing that figu re to ou r application, we 


lost 151—and with their formu la we were told 
there was no need” (for im prov em ents), 
Weber said. 
Weber, howev er, m aintains the need is 
real and considerable in Dix on. 
Had the application met with state approv ­ 
al, the state wou ld hav e pu t u p 38 per cent of 
the amou nt of a su ccessfu l bond referendu m. 


Dix on’s application was based on project­ 
ed 19 76 enrollm ents u tilizing present space. 
Weber said some 270 districts across the 
state were notified of their rejection based on 
the sam e reasoning. “ It (the kindergarten 
formu la) was not in the instru ctions,” Weber 
said.

Wholesale prices continue 
climbing at record rate

Wholesale prices boomed u p­ 
ward in Janu ary at the second 
highest monthly rate on record 
as 
the 
inflationary 
spiral 
stretched across

entire 
economy , the gov ernment said 
today . 
Wholesale price rises mean 
that the higher costs will be 
translated into higher retail 
prices in the weeks ahead, as 
inflation shows no letu p for the 
consu mer. 
Sharply 
higher 
wholesale 
costs for farm produ cts, indu s­ 
trial commodities, consu mer 
finished goods and fu els pu shed 
the wholesale price index u p by 


a seasonally adju sted 3.1 per 
cent, a rise ex ceeded only by 
the record 6 .2 per cent of last 
Au gu st. 
If Janu ary ’s rate is compu ted 
on an annu al basis, it comes 
ou t to an annu al rate of in­ 
flation of 37 .2 per cent — 3.1 
per 
cent 
a 
month 
for 
12 
months. 
Wholesale prices, accelera­ 
ting in the past few months, 
hav e risen at an annu al rate of 
32.3 per cent in the past three 
months, a record. In the past 12 
months, they hav e gone u p 20.8 
per cent, the second highest 
rise for any 12-month period 
since October 19 47. 


The Bu reau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said wholesale prices in 
Janu ary actu ally rose at a 
monthly rate of 3.5 per cent 
when u su al seasonal influ ences 
are su btracted. 
Prices of farm produ cts and 
processed 
foods 
and 
feeds 
ju mped 5.1 per cent on a sea­ 
sonally adju sted basis; indu stri­ 
al commodities 2.3 per cent and 
consu mer finished goods 2.8 per 
cent. All three figu res reflected 
an economy cau ght in a tre­ 
mendou s inflationary grip. 
A month earlier, wholesale 
prices went u p 2.2 per cent. 
The Nix on administration has 
offered consu mers hope that 


the price su rge will let u p in 
the second half of this y ear. 
The bu reau said the whole­ 
sale cost of fu el accou nted for 
almost 40 per cent of the ju mp 
in 
ind u strial 
com m odities 
prices, with refined petroleu m 
produ cts leaping by 7 .7 per cent 
and cru de oil 22 per cent. 
Of farm produ cts, liv estock 
prices ju mped 15.4 per cent, 
milk 4.2 per cent, eggs 3.8 per 
cent, grains 8 .9 per cent and 
fresh fru its and v egetables 7 .5 
per cent. 
In wholesale processed foods, 
prices of m eats, pou ltry and

Park Board tables 
lighting fee proposal

“We’re perfectly willing to 
help ou t if we hav e to, bu t hav e 
y ou really shown u s y ou need 
money ?” 
Speaking was Jerry Farley ; 
he had ju st presented m em bers 
of the Dix on Park Board peti­ 
tions bearing abou t 500 signa­ 
tu res protesting the board’s 
plan to charge a fee for u se of 
the lighting at Rey nolds Field. 
In one of longest and most 
crowded Park Board sessions 
in memory , Thu rsday night at 
district headqu arters, 
Presi­ 
dent Ted Mason u ndertook the 
task of try ing to defend the 
board position on the lighting 
fees. 
"Ou r increased costs are not 
all lights,” he answered. “All of 
ou r costs are way u p. It’s a 
worldwide problem .” 
Mason pointed to the ex pan­ 
sion program cu rrently being 
completed. He said additional 
facilities wou ld add u p to addi­ 
tional m aintenance costs. He 
reminded the onlookers the 
board has lost income becau se 
of dropping of personal proper­ 
ty tax . 
“Short of a referendu m ,” he 
ex plained, “we are at the end of 
ou r rope. There is no more 
money av ailable.” 
The slo-pitch softball repre- 


sentativ es criticized board pol­ 
icy of su pporting some pro­ 
gram s and not su pporting oth­ 
ers. 
Chu ck Scriv en com pared 
money spent on girls’ softball 
with board contribu tions to slo- 
pitch. 
“We are pay ing rou ghly $5 
per man for play ing now,” he 
said. “We realize it’s going to 
cost more money to operate the 
lights. Ou r u mpiring costs hav e 
dou bled, bu t we’re absorbing 
ou r own increases. You still 
su bsidize the girls’ program .” 
Scriv en offered two alterna­ 
tiv es. 
"Qu it su bsidizing 
the 
girls’ program or take ov er 
ou rs.” 
He pointed ou t the slo-pitch 
leagu es inv olv ed more partici­ 
pants than the girls leagu e. 
Mason defended the board 
spending on girls’ softball. He 
said it was a park district pro­ 
gram . Slo-pitch was not, it 
merely u sed park district fa­ 
cilities. 
“ We may hav e to lop off some 
of ou r program s,” Mason ex ­ 
plained. 
Another slo-pitch representa­ 
tiv e, Jim Montav on, reminded 
the board Lowell Park was an 
ex pensiv e park to keep open.

tergate break-in and cov er u p 
That nu mber was far higher 
than had ev er been indicated 
by the prosecu tor’s office.

CAIRO, Egy pt— President An­ 
war el-Sadat k jnows the intricacies of 
Sy rian politics the way he k nows the 
back of his hand. He also k nows—in­ 
timately —Sy rian President Hafez 
al-Assad, who remains a v ital q u es­ 
tion mark in any Genev a talk s. 
. : Egy pt’s president calls Sau di Ar­ 
abian King Faisal the Arab world’s 
ack nowledged ealer of the oil em ­ 
bargo affecting the United States. 
He told me that Faisal, in tu rn, su p­ 
ports Assad’s demand for “total Is­ 
raeli withdrawal from Arab tertitor- 
jes Israel seized in 196 7 and 1973 and 
restoring the rights of the Palestini­ 
ans.” 
First, Israeli troops mu st with­ 
draw from the areas Israel took last 
.‘October and be replaced by a mu ­ 
tu ally agreed-u pon nu mber of Sy ri­ 
an troops. 
Nex t, Israel mu st abandon the 
Golan region ex cept the strategic 
2*/2-mile strip of the Golan Heights 
bordering Israel. This is a major 
Sy rian concession which Sadat had 
u rged on Assad in Damascu s after 
discu ssions with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
United N ations forces wou ld 
mov e into the liberated area. It 
wou ld be demilitarized. The civ il ad­ 
ministration of this Sy rian area 
wou ld be Sy rian. The 20,000 or so 
Sy rian inhabitants who fled from the 
war zone in October shou ld then be 
permitted to retu rn to their homes. 
President Sadat told me he is 
conv inced that President Assad has 
a genu ine desire for peace—with 
honor—for Sy ria. Bu t Assad’s posi­ 
tion, he said, is especially difficu lt 
becau se his Islamic sect (Alawite) is 
a minor compared to the predomi­ 
nant Su nni Sect in Sy ria. 
Assad also confronts the October 
w ar’s destru ction of Sy rian property 
and indu stry . This amou nted offi­ 
cially to more than $480 million. 
Abou t half of Sy ria’s indu strial po­ 
tential was destroy ed. 
Sy ria (popu lation 6 .7 million) has 
been independent only 28 y ears and 
has been ru led since 1963 by the 
Baath party . President Sadat point­ 
ed ou t for 10 y ears the cou ntry had 
tu rbu lent regimes “representing an 
ideology that combined Marx ism 
with Islamic traditionalism.” Then 
the present nationalist elements in 
the Baath party ov erthrew Gen. Sal- 
ah Jadid in 19 70. And today Egy pt’s 
president finds in Sy ria “an u nmis­ 


tak able thaw toward the West.” 
He cites Sy ria’s decision to bu ild 
a Sheraton Hotel in Damascu s as an 
appropriate sy mbol. He cites the 
fact the American interest section of 
the Italian embassy is now fu lly 
staffed by 
American diplomats. 
American and British firms, he said, 
are competing for contracts for the 
great Eu phrates Dam’s dependent 
irrigation work s. 
This v ast dam, althou gh bu ilt 
with Ru ssian aid, is a monu ment to 
Sy rian engineer Su bhi Kahale, it will 
dou ble Sy ria's agricu ltu ral ou tpu t 
and q u adru ple the cou ntry ’s elec­ 
tricity . The dam will be completed 
by the end of 1974—a y ear ahead of 
schedu le. 


Significant oil produ ction began 
only two y ears ago. It was limited to 
half a million tons annu ally from one 
small field between the Tu rk ish and 
Iraq i frontiers; a particu larly heav y 
cru de. Last y ear the ou tpu t was fiv e 
million tons. The 1974 target is eight 
million. 
Sy ria req u ires only three million 
tons for domestic consu mption. The 
rest is ex portable and two new refin­ 
eries will be bu ilt, in addition to the 
reconstru ction of the war-damaged 
refinery at Horns, to redu ce the ton­ 
nage refined abroad. 
Sy ria now has important armed 
forces eq u ipped by the Sov iet Union 
with adv anced, intricate weaponry . 
It has modern roads, improv ed com­ 
mu nications and new railway s bu ilt 
u nder President Assad. Bu t all this 
has done nothing to redu ce the force 
of the Islamic traditions. 
Egy pt’s president stated all Sy r­ 
ian leaders tamper at their peril 
with this feeling of Islamic u nity . 
Bitterness against Israel—and 
condemnation of Israel—remains 
u nchanged. Bu t now, for the 'irst 
time, it is possible in Sy ria to “ac­ 
cept” Israel as a reality ev en if not 
as a state which is there to stay . 
From the Arab world’s v iew­ 
point, Israel is a Zionist ou tpost 
forced into their midst; one of many 
other intru ders ov er the past 2,500 
y ears. It is as thou gh Israel were ex ­ 
pected one day to ex perience a fate 
similar to those of the Cru sader 
k ingdoms, the Tu rk ish Ottoman 
Empire and the French and British 
mandates. 
There are reasons why the mod­ 
erating influ ence of President Sadat 
is both cou rageou s and rare. 
Impeachment 
consequences

Howev er mu ch they might wish 
to follow President Nix on’s ex ample 
and not “wallow in W atergate,” 
there is no way congressmen, espe­ 
cially Repu blican congressmen, can 
av oid that q u agmire in 19 74, and es­ 
pecially if they are u p for re-election 
in Nov ember. 
Presidential assistant Patrick J. 
Bu chanan has neatly described their 
dilemma, either one of whose horns 
threatens to sk ewer them. 
“There well may be adv erse po­ 
litical conseq u ences for Repu blicans 
who hav e to ru n in Nov ember with 
the albatross of Watergate arou nd 
their neck s,” he said the other day . 
“ Bu t,” he added, “ I wou ld su g­ 
gest those conseq u ences will be infi­ 
nitely less dram atic and sev ere than 
the conseq u ences of ru nning as a 
Repu blican who collaborated in the 
constitu tional ov erthrow of a Repu b­ 
lican P resident of the United 
States.” 
In other words, they will be 
damned whether they do or don’t 
v ote for the impeachment of Rich­ 
ard Nix on. 
This may be u nfair, for Water­ 
gate is the scandal of a Repu blican 
administration, not of the Repu bli­ 
can party . Bu chanan’s warning may 
hav e been a thinly v eiled appeal to 
the baser instincts of political su r 
v iv al. Bu t the situ ation does seem to 
be an accu rate reflection of feeling 
in the hu stings 
Polls show a m ajority of Ameri­ 
cans no longer believ e or tru st their 
President or hav e confidence in his 
ability to gov ern effectiv ely for the 
rem ainder of his term . They wish 
he, and W atergate, wou ld ju st go 
away . 
Yet at the sam e time there is no 
detectable grou ndswell of sentiment 
in fav or of impeachment. 
To an important ex tent, this may 
be becau se many Americans fail to 
distingu ish between a v ote for im­ 


peachment of the President on cer­ 
tain charges by the Hou se of Repre­ 
sentativ es and his su bseq u ent trial 
on those charges by the Senate. For 
them, to say that one is in fav or of 
impeaching the President is the 
same as say ing that he is gu ilty and 
shou ld be deposed. 


An u nk nown nu mber of others 
seem to fear the v ery process of im­ 
peachment wou ld be too div isiv e and 
trau m atic an ex perience for the na­ 
tion to u ndergo. Either the President 
shou ld resign or continu e to gov ern 
as best he can. 
Little wonder then so few con­ 
gressmen, Democrats as well as Re­ 
pu blicans, hav e been willing to com­ 
mit themselv es on the issu e u p to 
this point. In the absence of any pop­ 
u lar demand for the impeachment of 
the President or of ov erwhelming 
ev idence of wrongdoing on his part, 
or pending the ex plosion of one last 
Watergate “bomb” that wou ld solv e 
the dilemma for them, they wou ld 
ju st as soon let this cu p pass. 
It cannot be av oided for long. Not 
only the enemies of Richard Nix on 
bu t his friends are pressing for an 
early showdown, the latter becau se 
they are certain that there are sim­ 
ply not enou gh v otes in the Hou se for 
impeachment, let alone for conv ic­ 
tion in the Senate. 
In a m atter of week s, or at most a 
few months, this nation will arriv e at 
one of the most dram atic moments 
in its history when the Hou se of Rep­ 
resentativ es v otes on a resolu tion 
concerning the impeachment 
of 
Richard M. Nix on. 
B u chanan’s cau tion notw ith­ 
standing, the conseq u ences of the at 
v ote, whichev er way it goes, will 
reach far bey ond the political fu ­ 
tu res of the sev eral hu ndred con­ 
gressmen u pon whom will dev olv e 
the discharging of perhaps the most 
awesome responsibility embodied in 
the Constitu tion of the United States. 


REFLECTIONS— Febru ary is 
history month. So set becau se the 
birthday s of two of the most famou s 
Americans occu r in this, the shortest 
month of the y ear. 
Why a stu dy of history any way ? 
In ou r personal case it was sort of a 
bore and we ex erted whatev er 
learning abilities we had so little, in 
absorbing ou r history stu dies, that 
for the most part they went u n­ 
learned. 
Becau se of this and also from en­ 
lightenment which came to u se with 
passing y ears, history has been that 
su bject we hav e learned the most 
abou t by informal stu dies and read­ 
ing. 
The lov e of history is su pposed to 
breed a sense of patriotism or lov e of 
cou ntry . 
As one learns of past great citi­ 
zens who hav e laid the framework 
for the political climate in which we 
liv e, u nderstanding and hu mility 
may ov ercome the learner: first 
from a sense of awe for deeds done 
ou t of cou rage and du ty to cou ntry , 
and secondly gratitu de for brav ery , 
for phy sical and emotional du resses, 
throu gh which some forbears passed 
in order to create and maintain ou r 
free pu blic institu tions. 
It is difficu lt for those who are 
members of a majority ethnic grou p 
in a rather y ou ng cou ntry , whose 
cu ltu ral strains are the same as 
those of their personal ancestors, to 
grasp what a stu dy of history really 
does for an indiv idu al. 
Personal histories and national 
cu ltu ral histories are interwov en 
and each preserv ed from generation 
to generation. 
The major-strain United States 
cu ltu re is Christian-oriented and the 
dev elopment of idea flows ou t of 
Greece throu gh 
Rome, 
Western 
Eu rope and England. 
While the term WASP, which 
means white, 
Anglo-Sax on, 
and 
Protestant is a general term applied 
to Middle America, a broader cu l­ 
tu ral grou ping can inclu de those 
whose roots ex tend to the British 
Isles and Western Eu rope and who 
are both Catholic and Protestant. 
This latter grou p is those whose 
cu ltu ral and ethnic identities are in­ 
clu ded in the common stream of ou r 
national traditions and are both 
transmitted by families and by the 
cu ltu ral 
throu gh 
edu cational 
channels. 
Most of u s can arriv e, intellectu ­ 
ally , at a better idea of the u ses and 
v alu es of history by tu rning atten­ 
tion to the resu rgence of black 
stu dies. 
Somewhere along the stru ggle of 
black s to gain proper citizen recog­ 
nition in a white-dominated society , 
someone of them ask ed, “Who are 
we?” 
They may hav e been cu ltu rally 
people of the United States, bu t eth­ 
nically they were not rooted. In a 
sentence, “Who were they ?” 
Black attention first tu rned to Af­ 
rica and the tribal roots of their ear­ 
liest ancestors and then mov ed to­ 
day to ou r modern time. 
Dev elopment of black stu dies has 
fou nd members of that race ignored 
in recording the deeds and accom­ 
plishments which hav e made u s 
what we are today . 
Once these forgotten black people 
and black contribu tions of the bu ild­ 
ing of the nation are pu t into per­ 
spectiv e, black s as a race of people 
gain a confidence in themselv es. 
Their ethnic family tree has been 
rooted and they hav e part of the col­ 
lectiv e common roots of the United 
States people which distinctiv ely re­ 
late to their particu lar ethnic grou p. 
It has been called many things, 
bu t black identity is as good as any . 
Giv ing u s a sense of cu ltu ral and 
ethnic identity is what history is all 
abou t. 
Ou t of k nowing who we are come 
sentiments of patriotism.

Ideas of Gerald Ford 


WASHINGTON 
(L E N S )- The 
Watergate Affair apart, the Nix on 
Administration is apply ing itself 
with increasing confidence to Amer­ 
ica’s responsibilities in the world. 
Vice President Gerald Ford was in­ 
terv iewed by The Economist in 
W ashington. Following are ex ­ 
cerpts: 
Do y ou feel that inflation is a 
worse danger for the United States 
this y ear than rising u nemploy ­ 
ment : is, say , a fiv e per cent a y ear 
rise in prices tolerable, if stopping it 
means pu shing u nemploy ment ov er 
sev en per cent? 
If I had to mak e a choice between 
sev en per cent u nemploy ment and a 
rise of fiv e per cent in the cost of liv ­ 
ing, I wou ld prefer to k eep u nem­ 
ploy ment down and tak e ou r chance 
on the cost of liv ing increase. I wou ld 
not want to see u nemploy ment rising 
abov e 5*2 per cent. 
If the United States seemed to be 
faced by economic recession wou ld 
y ou fav or easing of monetary policy , 
or easing of bu dgetary policy , or nei­ 
ther? 
I believ e y ou shou ld u se both, and 
also that Congress and the Federal 
Reserv e shou ld work in concert and 
not in isolation from each other. It is 
tru e that that has not alway s hap­ 
pened in the past, bu t I wou ld hope it 
can be made to in these circu m­ 
stances. 
Wou ld y ou basically feel happier 
or be a bit worried if all the big in­ 
du strial cou ntries of the world 
mov ed mu ch nearer to hav ing v ir­ 
tu ally no tariffs at all on imports of 
manu factu red goods? 
Yes, I wou ld feel happier with 
v irtu ally no tariffs, with the cav eat 
that the big indu strial cou ntries of 
the world wou ld not by non-tariff 
barriers u ndermine the elimination 
of tariffs per se. The United States 
doesn’t fear competition in a tariff- 
free world, prov ided we aren’t faced 
with the non-tariff barriers that 
hav e u ndermined ou r past efforts. 
Wou ld y ou mak e that a condition 
of fu rther redu ctions in tariffs? 
Yes, I wou ld; they are interrelat­ 


ed. 
Where are the main non-tariff 
barriers that hav e been u ndermin­ 
ing y ou r past efforts? 
We get complaints from ou r peo­ 
ple in Japan and we get them from 
some western Eu ropean cou ntries in 
the common mark et ; I can’t be spe­ 
cific bu t I k now ou r people complain 
bitterly . I don’t mean that the bar­ 
riers to ou r agricu ltu ral ex ports are 
a particu lar problem nowaday s. 
Now, ev ery body is bu y ing ev ery ­ 
thing in that field. 
How wou ld y ou describe the best 
relationship it is realistic to imagine 
between (a) the United States and 
the Sov iet Union and (b) the United 
States and western Eu rope? 
I’v e alway s su pported NATO pol­ 
icy and I don’t think it is necessarily 
against ou r policy towards the Sov i­ 
et Union. Ou r Eu ropean friends 
don’t alway s share that belief. Bu t 
the conference abou t cu tting the a r­ 
mies in Eu rope is now reopening in 
Vienna and if that su cceeds it cou ld 
be of benefit to western Eu rope and 
the Sov iet Union alik e. 
From what I hear from v ery high 
sou rces on this, they are encou raged 
that progress can be made this y ear 
withou t doing harm in either direc­ 
tion. I am not for a u nilateral Ameri­ 
can withdrawal from Eu rope and 
nev er hav e been, bu t cost-sharing 
for the NATO forces is important; 
there has to be an improv ement 
here. I don’t think ou r friends in Eu ­ 
rope shou ld discou nt the pressu re 
that is coming from within the Unit­ 
ed States to redu ce the balance of 
pay ments cost of ou r presence in 
Eu rope. It is not a partisan issu e, it’s 
more one between Congress and the 
ex ecu tiv e. 
At the moment the Jack son-Nu nn 
amendment 
(req u iring American 
forces in Eu rope to be cu t to the ex ­ 
tent that the Eu ropean cou ntries fail 
to cov er their fu ll foreign ex change 
cost) is a problem for u s, bu t I wou ld 
hope we can get ou t of that difficu lty 
as a resu lt of what is negotiated in 
Vienna. 
If the Sov iet Union attack ed Chi- 
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What do y ou think about.. 
Ultimate shortage' 
If we’re ev er going to solv e the 
long-term energy problem, we’re 
going to hav e to abandon ou r fix a­ 
tion with think ing big and start 
think ing small, say s Don Wright, 
who compiles a colu mn of tongu e-in- 
cheek 
animadv ersions in 
Hy dro 
News, pu blished by Canada’s Onta­ 
rio Hy dro Corp. 
It’s not ju st a q u estion of small 
cars or smaller hou ses or redu ced 
consu mption. All these will follow 
when we get at the root cau se of the 
energy shortage- people. We mu st 
start talk ing smaller people, he 
say s. 
Firm gov ernment leadership is 
the first req u isite. All biologists and 
genetic engineers shou ld be called in 
and the national goal made clear— 
three-foot people by 2050, two-foot 
people by 3000 Prov ide ev ery scien­ 
tist with free test tu bes, fresh white 
smock s, su bsidized microscopes and 
pu t them to work trimming the fat 
off ou r genes 
The m ind boggles—at least 
Wright’s d oes-at the adv antages: 


Car pools with 25 people per v ehicle; 
hou ses the size of insu lated bee hiv es 
heated with fou r q u arts of oil a y ear; 
15 people sharing a tu bfu l of hot wa­ 
ter, The list is endless and sheik - 
shak ing in its implications, he mod­ 
estly av ers. 
Granted, we can’t do mu ch with 
the people we already hav e, bu t 
some measu res may be feasible. 
French fries, cream pu ffs and choc­ 
olate eclairs cou ld be banned imme­ 
diately , he su ggests. This wou ldn’t 
shorten u s u p mu ch, bu t at least 
we’d be able to crowd more people 
into a su bway car. 
Whichev er way y ou look at it, 
say s Wright, the carry ing capacity 
of ou r env ironment is limited and it 
shou ld be easier to mak e people 
smaller than to mak e the world big­ 
ger 
Crazy , y es. Bu t not that mu ch 
crazier than some other energy -sav ­ 
ing ideas we hav e adopted—lik e 
Day light Sav ings Time in the middle 
of winter 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


na, what shou ld the United States 
do? 
I wou ld be relu ctant to specu late 
on so delicate a qu estion. 
Well, then, does the political su r­ 
v iv al of China in something lik e its 
present form represent a major in­ 
terest of the United States? 
It is in the best interest of the 
world to prev ent war between these 
two commu nist powers. 
If the North Vietnamese army 
mak es another attack on Sou th Viet­ 
nam on the scale of that of 19 72, what 
shou ld the United States do? 
If the North Vietnamese army 
mak es another attack on Sou th Viet­ 
nam on the scale of 19 72, the United 
States shou ld rev iew the obligations 
set ou t in the Vietnam peace ac­ 
cords. I was present when they were 
signed, there were 11 signatories be­ 
sides the United States, and the 
United States shou ld work with the 
other signatories. It shou ld rev iew 
the obligations of all and act in con­ 
cert with all to mak e the v iolator 
stop—y es, with the Ru ssians and the 
Chinese, they were there, and the 
French and the British, too. Ou r ob­ 
ligation is to go back to that docu ­ 
ment and u tilize the good offices of 
all the signatories. 
Why is Israel’s su rv iv al impor­ 
tant to the United States? 
We certainly don’t want Sov iet 
domination of the Mediterranean, 
and from that selfish point of v iew 
Israel is one of the major bu lwark s 
against it. There is also the qu estion 
of American dependability . We hav e 
a long history of acting to protect 
those who are willing to protect 
themselv es, and from that point of 
v iew Israel’s su rv iv al is in ou r u n­ 
selfish interest. 
Does the discou ragement of Sov i­ 
et domination in the eastern Medi­ 
terranean req u ire a strong Israel? 
Yes, it does. Bu t as to the details 
of the prescription, I wou ld leav e the 
ju dgment of where Israel’s frontiers 
shou ld be to the Israelis. I learned a 
long time ago that people who aren’t 
in the ball game shou ld not call the 
play s.

The controv ersy ov er the trans- 
Alask a oil pipeline nev er lack ed for 
headlines. A similar battle of ev en 
longer du ration ov er a U.S. Corps of 
Engineers plan to bu ild a dam in 
Missou ri’s Meramec Riv er basin has 
gone relativ ely u nreported arou nd 
the cou ntry . 
On the drawing board since the 
late 19 30s and finally au thorized in 
19 6 6 , the $9 3-million dam wou ld be 
situ ated abou t 75 miles sou thwest of 
St. Iiou is. 
A 1,000-page env ironmental im­ 
pact stu dy prepared by the Corps 
holds the benefits of the dam wou ld 
inclu de not only water recreation 
and economic opportu nity for the 
area, bu t a water su pply to meet the 
fu tu re needs of metropolitan St. 
Lou is and su pplemental stream flow 
du ring dry spells. 
Ecologists and conserv ationists 
claim the dam wou ld flood some 50 
miles of free-flowing stream s and 
12,6 00 acres of largely wild woodland 
inhabited by already endangered 
species of animals, as well as su b­ 
merge abou t 100 cav es. The Mera­ 
mec Valley has the highest k nown 
cav e density of any riv er sy stem in 
the world. 
One of them is Onondaga Cav e, 
whose owner, Lester B. Dill, calls 
the proposed project 
“a crime 
against Mother Natu re” worse than 
any thing ev er perpetrated by the 
Jesse Jam es gang, which reportedly 
u sed to hide ou t in the area. 
The St. Lou is Coalition for the 
Env ironment and other grou ps chal­ 
lenge the recreational v alu e of the 
lak e that wou ld be created by the 
dam, and also q u estion whether the 
federal gov ernment shou ld spend 
money to foster motorboating in 
v iew of the energy crisis. The Ozark 
Chapter of the ev er-alert Sierra Clu b 
has filed su it in U.S. District Cou rt to 
block the project. 
The Corps of Engineers has 
lock ed horns not only with the env i­ 
ronmentalists bu t with the U.S. De­ 
partment of the Interior as well 
which also is against the project, 
claiming the gov ernment cou ld pu r­ 
chase the entire flood plain down­ 
stream from the dam for half what 
the dam wou ld cost. 
Few Americans will ev er set foot 
in Alask a’s wilderness, and the eco­ 
logical distu rbance cau sed by the 
pipeline will be minimal and will be 
v astly offset by its economic bene­ 
fits. 
Many thou sands of Americans 
v isit the scenic Meramec Valley ev ­ 
ery y ear, y et somehow the fight for 
its preserv ation has captu red little 
national attention.

Located in the oldest city o f the Western Hemisphere, the 


Cathedral ol Mexico City is M exico’s most lamotis structure and one 


ol the largest and most imposing churches ol the Americas. The 


impressive grey stone edifice is constructed in the form ol a crucifix 


and dominates the north side ol a public square called the Zocalo. 


Flic square, known as the Plaza de la Constitucion or the Plaza 


Mayor, is the central and primary historical feature ol Mexico City. 


I he great church lends grace and grandeur to the city and is 


built above the ruins ol an ancient Aztec temple which wasdes'royed 


by Cortes when he uptu red the capitol ol the Monte/umas in 1 521

sculpture: it has massive twin towers 203 tcci high and the overall 


exterior is 426 feet long and 200 leet wide. 


Fhe cathedral was originally intended to he (lothic in style 


but,during the two centuries ol us construction, the lorm and details 


were changed several tunes. Little is left, therefore, of the original 


design. I he exterior is largely Haioque jnd Ncoclassie. Fhe interior 


represents a collection ol Spanish styles and includes the Gothic, 


vaulted ceilings ol the sacristy and several ol the side chapels. The 


visitor sees an early Renaissance nave and aisles and Churriquercsque 


(Baroque like style developed in Spam by Jose C hurriguera) altars 


and lutings. I he high aliui is Neoclassic. The building adjoining the 


cathedral is the Nagiano Metropolitauo. It has elaborate carvings and 


is one ol the most exuberant C lmriigucresque structures in Mexico. 


Alihough this edifice cosi more than two million dollars to 


erect, its devolutions lull lar short ol those ol the great European 


cathedrals. I lie high altar, once the richest in the world, has often 


been plundered ol its treasures. One ol this church’s hells is almost 


18 feet m height and cost over ten thousand dollars when installed,

Get the most nutrition 
for every food dollar 


We Americans often have 
trouble combining good nutri­ 
tion with economy because we 
don’t understand some basics 
about the chemistry of our food 
and the needs of our bodies. 
Take meat, for 
example. 
Most Americans build their 
main meal around meat be­ 
cause meat provides so much 
protein. But there are other 
ways to get the protein needed 
each day. Dry beans, peas and 
nuts are cheapest, followed by 
grains, baked goods, milk and 
cheese. 
This certainly does not mean 
we should not eat meat! It is an 
excellent food which provides 
iron and B vitamins as well as 
protein. But we should remem­ 
ber that only about six ounces 
of meat will generally supply 
all the complete animal-source 
protein we need daily. Eggs, 
milk and cheese can also supply 
this complete protein. The re­ 
maining protan can come from 
vegetables sources. 
While we worry a lot about 
protein, most of us are probably 
getting considerably more pro­ 
tein than we actually need. We 
can safely cut down on meat 
servings and fill up with more 
fresh fruits and vegetables The 
result — better nutrition for 
less money! 
A d d i t i o n a l l y , 
many 
Americans think citrus juices 
are the only source of vitamin 
C. But potatoes and green vege­ 
tables can easily supply vi­ 
tamin C in the full quantity re­ 
commended daily. “ C-added” 
drinks, on the other hand, 
though a good source of vitamin

C, offer little else other than 
some expensive sugar and wa­ 
ter. 
The secret to finding nutrition 
bargains is to choose foods 
which provide a variety of nu­ 
trients. You get a lot more for 
your food dollar that way. 
Economical potatoes, for ex­ 
ample, are a good source of vi­ 
tamin C and provide some iron, 
B vitamins and even small 
amounts of good quality vege­ 
table protein as well. 
Many 
nutritionists 
believe 
that eating more fruits and 
vegetables would probably 
solve most of our dietary prob­ 
lems in America today. There 
are many good ways to intro­ 
duce these more economical 
foods. One is to use inexpensive 
carbohydrate foods (potatoes, 
enriched noodles, etc.) as a 
base in combination with small 
amounts of meat, or with milk, 
cheese or eggs to supply the 
necessary protein. Use green, 
leafy vegetables for flavoring, 
as American pioneers used to 
do with stews. 
With some nutrition knowl­ 
edge and imagination, we can 
do much to provide our families 
with highly nutritious meals at 
little cost.

W ASH IN GTO N (A P ) - Un­ 
der law, dairy farmers will be 
due for a boost of about 89 
cents per 100 pounds for manu- 
facturing-grade milk covered 
by federal price supports, but 
the National Milk Producers 
Federation wants an increase 
of at least $1.69 for the year be­ 
ginning April 1. 
Congress, in writing the Agri­ 
cultural and Consumer Protec­ 
tion Act last year, specified 
that milk price supports must 
be a minimum of 80 per cent of 
parity by March 1975. 
The action, which went into 
effect Aug. 10 last year, had 
the effect of raising the min­ 
imum support to $5.61 per hun­ 
dredweight 
from 
$5.29 
an­ 
nounced the previous spring for 
the 1973-74 marketing year. 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials think the full parity price 
of manufacturing milk on April 
1 will be about $8.12 per hun­ 
dredweight. The parity price is 
constructed under a formula to 
W flect changes in production 
expenses, primarily. 
Thus, since those costs have 
risen steadily, the parity price 
has risen accordingly. When 
the initial support was set near­ 
ly a year ago for 1973-74 the 
parity price was $7.05 per hun­ 
dredweight. 
Under the Agricultural and 
Consumer Protection Act, the

required 80 per cent support of 
the anticipated parity beginning 
April 1 would be roughly $7.50 
per 100 pounds for the 1974-75 
season. 
Patrick B. Healy, secretary 
of the federation, has filed a 
petition with USDA asking that 
the 1974-75 minimum be raised 
to 90 per cent of the expected 
parity price. That would put 
the support at about $7.30 per 
hundredweight. 
The petition, dated Feb. 19 
but 
released 
to 
newsmen 
Wednesday, called attention to 
a sharp decline in milk produc­ 
tion last year, attributable in 
part to rising costs. Many dairy 
farmers, Healy said, have quit 
entirely. 
“ In 
summary,” 
he 
said, 
“ milk production is not keeping 
pace with the requirements of 
the 
market. 
The 
downward 
trend in milk production which 
began in November 1972 must 
be reversed.” 
Healy said a necessary step 
is to raise the support for man- 
ufacturing-grade milk to the 90 
per cent level. Further, he said, 
the support level should be ad­ 
justed periodically during the 
marketing year to maintain the 
full 90 per cent rate. 
Because farm expenses have 
climbed steadily through the 
year, a fixed support based on 
a parity reading at the begin­ 
ning winds up something less at 
the end.

Illinois Focus— last of two parts 
Rejected plan to cancel jobs with accused firms 


By S K IP W O LLEN G E R G 
S P R IN G F IE L D , 111. (A P ) - 
State Transportation Secretary 
Langhorne 
Bond 
considered 
and rejected last year cancella­ 
tion of $40 m illion in highway 
contracts held by nine firm s 
who pleaded no contest to bid- 
rigging charges on a 1969 road 
project. 
Instead, Bond suspended the 
companies 
from 
bidding on 
state work for six months, say­ 
ing the action would put the 
firm s “ virtu ally out of busi­ 
ness” for one year. 
“ This was a judgement m at­ 
ter and it was his judgement 
that the penalty of preventing 
them from bidding on state 
work for six months was the 
one the department ought to 
dish out,” said Roger Nusbaum 
Bond’s deputy director of high­ 
ways. 
State records show, however, 
that far from being virtually 


out of business, the companies 
are working on $52 million 
worth of road projects in D- 
linois—some of it barely begun 
and most of it work that will 
not be completed until long 
after the suspension has been 
lifted. 
Bond waited until six months 
after the firm s plead no contest 
on M ay 18, 1973 to suspend 
them from state work. The fed­ 
eral government had imposed a 
six-month suspension on June 4, 
1973—-two weeks after the pleas 
were entered. 
“ This again was a judgement 
call by the secretary based on 
a request from the U.S. Attor­ 
ney,” Nusbaum said. 
Nusbaum said the delay was 
requested “ presumably to per­ 
mit him to get evidence against 
other, larger contractors so as 
possibly 
to 
save 
the 
state 
many, many 
dollars.” 
Nus­ 
baum said he did not know if 


this evidence had been collect­ 
ed. 
State records show, however, 
that in the interim between the 
state and federal suspensions 
three of the nine firm s obtained 
$13 m illion more in road con­ 
tracts involving both state and 
federal money. 
Nusbaum 
was 
interviewed 
after the failure of repeated ef­ 
forts over a two-week period to 
meet with Bond, whom aides 
described as unavailable for an 
interview. 
Nusbaum said he was certain 
the DOT could have cancelled 
the contracts if Bond so de­ 
cided. 
He added that the depart­ 
ment is presently reviewing its 
rules 
regarding suspensions, 
and said those new rules may 
include a longer suspension pe­ 
riod. 
The Illinois Purchasing Act 
currently allows state depart­ 


ment directors to suspend con­ 
tractors from bidding for up to 
a year. Nusbaum said that 
DOT attorneys advised Bond 
that the nine suspended firm s 
could effectivley argue in court 
that the combination of the fed­ 
eral and state suspensions had 
put them out of the bidding 
process for the full period dic­ 
tated by that law. 
“ While we were m erely pass­ 
ing on a suspension dictated by 
the Federal Highway Adm inis­ 
tration, at the same time we 
are the ones that take the bids, 
we are the ones that award the 
contracts and we are the ones 
who sign the contracts,” Nus­ 
baum said. 
Shappert Engineering Co. of 
Belvidere successfully fought 
for a special concession with 
respect to its federal suspen­ 
sion. 
Shortly after the suspension 
order was handed down June 3, 


1973 Shappert filed suit against 
the federal government and a 
settlement was worked out by 
the same judge who accepted 
the no contest pleas. It enabled 
the firm to bid on and win an 
$11.1 million Illinois road proj­ 
ect contract on June 27, 1973. 
The Shappert suspension was 
reimposed 
Aug. 
10 for 
six 
months. 
Shappert 
and two 
other 
firm s—A .J. Walker Co. of Mat- 
toon and O’Neil Brothers Con­ 
struction Co. of Danville—bid 
on and won four other road 
projects invoving $3.6 million in 
state funds in the nine months 
following the initial federal sus­ 
pension of all nine companies. 
As of Dec. 28, 1973—the latest 
date for which figures 
are 
available—work on those proj­ 
ects was between 12 per cent 
and 62 per cent complete. 
Nusbaum said he did 
not 
think the intent of the suspen­ 


sions had been subverted. 
“ You realize that our suspen­ 
sion is much more severe than 
the federal suspension, because 
it extends not only to federal 
work but to state work and to 
municipal, county and township 
work—anything that requires 
our approval,” he said. 
The 
suspensions 
w ill 
be 
“ much more severe on some 
companies 
than 
on 
others” 
Nusbaum said, noting the larg­ 
er companies m ay have a back­ 
log of work to keep them busy. 
But he added that a gradu­ 
ated system of penalties to ac­ 
count for this was not even con­ 
sidered because “ we have to 
assume they’re all equally guil­ 
ty.” 
Nusbaum said the depart­ 
ment is aware that 22 more 
com panies 
w ere 
indicted 
recently by a federal grand 
jury on bid-rigging charges in­ 
volving $20 million in state and 


federal road work and that the 
question of suspension could 
come up again. 
He said he would not advo­ 
cate legislation requiring de­ 
partment heads to cancel state 
contracts for firm s involved in 
wrongdoing. 
“ I ’m not sure that would al­ 
ways be in the public interest,” 
he said. “ I think instead of 
making that an iron-clad law of 
the state, it has to be left to the 
judgement of the people who 
adm inister the contracts to look 
out for the public’s interest.”

idea 
where 
future 
supplies 
would come from. 
“ The coal supply problem in 
the United States is mounting 
pretty fast,” Watson said. “ The 
problem is simple. W e’re using 
more than we’re mining. And a 
lot of coal which might be min­ 
ed is being left in the ground 
because its 
sulphur content 
makes it too dirty to burn un­ 
der the air pollution laws. 
“ The President has made 
some statements about relaxing 
the laws for a few years, but 
that isn’t going to get any new 
mines opened. It takes four 
years to get a reasonable size 
underground mine into produc­ 
tion. It also takes about $30 
m illion to $40 m illion.” 
Freem an, a former member 
of the adm inistration, agrees 
with the critics who blame the 
government, at least in part, 
for not averting the crisis. 
As early as 1971, Freem an 
said, he noted in writing the 
President’s 
energy 
message 
that the nation didn’t have any 
reserve capacity to produce oil, 
or any reserve storage capac­ 
ity. 
“ I tried to get somebody in­ 
terested 
in 
government 
in­ 
vestment in stockpiling oil, in 
beefing up the naval reserves, 
but I couldn't get anyone to se­ 
riously consider it. If we had 
our naval petroleum reserves 
ready to produce a million or 
two million barrels a day, this 
interruption in imports from 
the Persian Gulf wouldn’t be

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Spending limit on state 
campaigns proposed by Burke 


PR IN C ET O N — A spending 
lim it on state political races 
was proposed here last night by 
Donald F . Burke, Dixon, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for state rep­ 
resentative, 37th District. 


Burke, addressing a meeting 
of the Business and Profession­ 
al Women’s Club, said if elected 
he would introduce legislation 
to lim it spending to four cents 
per capita on statewide races 
as well as those for state repre­ 
sentative and state senator. 


Candidates for governor and 
other statewide offices would 
be lim ited to about $450,000, he 
explained. Those running for 
state representative or state 
senator would have to lim it 
themselves to a $7,500 outlay. 
“ When we start talking about 
a candidate’s chances for being 
elected,” he asserted, “ it a l­ 
ways seems to start with ‘How 
much money is he going to be 
able to raise?’ That’s a pretty 
sad commentary on how we 


elect people to represent us in 
Springfield. 
“ One thing we’re sure of in 
every election. Someone is go­ 
ing to be elected, whether a 
million dollars or $100 is spent. 
In a lot of elections, the out­ 
come has only proved who is 
the best fund-raiser. 
“ It ’s time we started looking 
at other things,” he continued. 
“ The m ajor question should be 
‘What are his qualifications for 
office?” 
Burke explained if each can­ 
didate were lim ited to spending 
the same amount of money in a 
campaign, it would more likely 
boil down to the level of each 
man’s qualifications. 
“ A lim it on spending would 
certainly put things on an equal 
footing,” he continued. “ Then 
the candidates would have to go 
out, meet the public and make 
their views known. If a person 
knew the number of votes he 
got depended on personal con­ 
tact with 
the voters, 
there 


wouldn’t be too many lazy men 
sent to the legislature. If a can­ 
didate had to hustle for votes, 
he’d most likely be a good hus­ 
tling officeholder.” 
Burke went on to say too 
many times a candidate with a 
lot of money w ill spend heavily 
on a saturation-type campaign. 
His name w ill become well 
known, but he really doesn’t 
work so hard to get elected. 
Voters would have a chance 
to get a better comparison of 
the candidates because there 
would be more contact, he 
maintained. It wouldn’t just be 
a case of seeing his name on 
billboards, posters or campaign 
literature. 
“ In my 13 years in politics,” 
he stated, “ I ’ve seen the num­ 
ber of persons involved in poli­ 
tics dwindle steadily. Not be­ 
cause they weren’t interested 
or weren’t good at it, but be­ 
cause they becam e d isillu ­ 
sioned with the idea that poli­ 
tics is a rich man’s game. They 


dropped out because they had 
the feeling with the input of big 
money into politics, no single 
person could have any effect on 
the outcome of any election. 


“ This raises the basic ques­ 
tion of whether a democratic 
government, which is supposed 
to govern with the consent of 
the governed, can be a reality 
without participation by citi­ 
zens on a large scale. It seems 
to me, consent im plies affirm a­ 
tive action. 


“ I am convinced a person can 
have some measure of control 
over the events which affect his 
life, but we are going to have to 
bring 
back 
the door-to-door 
grass-roots campaign if it is to 
be realized. When we drive the 
big money out of politics, we’ll 
bring the people back into it. 
“ If we don’t stop the escala­ 
tion of campaign spending,” he 
concluded, “ w e’re just going to 
have government of money, by 
money and for money.”
